PROGRAMME TO BE ANNOUNCED SOON. 


Clerks Busy Reading Invitations from All 
Parts of the Country to Mr. Cleve- 
land to Visit the People. 


Wasurxroton, August 9,—Invitations con- 
tinue to pour in upon the president. and almost 
theentire time of one of the clerks at the 
whitehouse is ocoupied in scheduling and Te- 
cording them. He has been invited to visu 
almost every city in the west and the south, 
jncluding San Francisco, New Orleans and 
Galveston. It would be almost impossible for 
the president to accept them ar ewes i he 


devoted the balance of the year to that pur- | 


pose. So it will be seen that some places will 
have to be slighted. 

Among the invitations received > today was 
one from Governor Gray, of Indiana, urging 
the president to make a stop at Indianapolis 
gn his way through that state. A telegram 
was also received from Providence, R. I. 
ing the president to visit that city on bis ru- 
mored trip te Marion, Mass., where Mrs. 
Cleveland is visiting. This was the only one 
of the invitations answered today. Colonel 
Lamont sent ashort reply to the effect that 
the president had no intention of visiting 
Massachusetts just at present: 

The president is seriously considering the 
best use he can make of the limited time he 
has allotted himself for hig western and south- 
ern trip, and he will take ,a_ route 
which will enable him to visit 
briefly the principal representative cities 
of the two sections of country. He has about 
made up his mind that he will not go farther 
west than Kansas City and very little, if any, 
farther south than Atlanta. He does not de- 
sire to be absent from the capital more than 
twenty days, but delays and unavoidable cir- 
cumstances may prolong his absence five or 
ten days more. He will begin the preparation 
of his annual message to congress upon his re- 
turn to Washington, and that and other im- 
nortant matters which will then claim his per- 
sonal attention will prevent his extending his 
visit much beyond the lst of November. It is 
expected that the programme for his trip will 
be prepared within the next two weeks. None 
pf the invitations, not already acted upon, will 
be answered until that is arranged. 

EIGHT DAYS ADRIFT. 
A Sloop Capsizes and All but Three on 
Board Drown. 

ALBUQUERQUE, N. M., August 9.—A Noga- 
les dispatch says that the sloop Sarah, owned 
and commanded by Abraham Bajarim, left 
Mulejo July 25. The vessel had on board the 
captain, his wife and children and niece, and 
Superintendent Hale, of the Baltimore copper 
mill, at Santa Rosa, and a crew of five men. 
While between San Pedro and Martinez the 
vessel was struck by a heavy surf and capsized. 
All on board perished excepting the captain, 
three sailors and a boy, who saved themselves 
by climbing on the bottom of the sloop. On 
Suly 30 two of the sailors became crazy and 
fis they were going ashore, and immediately

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lunged overboard. They had no sooner 

truck water than sharks deyoured them. The 
¢aptain, ene sailor and boy remained on the 
bottom of the vessel eight days, sustaining life 
by catching turtles that would come near, and 
sucking their blood. ‘They were rescued in a 
most pitiable condition by the sloop Refuge.

A Full Crop of Cotton and Corn—Rice Prom- 
ising Well. 

Couumara, 8. C., August 9,—Reports of 271 
township correspondents to the fate depart- 
ment of agriculture, covering wag county, 
shows on Augtst 1, cotton, which is two or 
three weeks earlier than last year, hasa full 
crop, and if the season continues propitious the 
largest crop ever produced in the state will be 
made. The plant has shed some fruit on ac- 
count of jrains, drouths and caterpillars, 
noted in some‘localities. The crop was better 
than for years up to the dace of the reports. ° 
The corn crop is reported generally the best 
ever grown. arly upland is matured and se- 
cure from injury. Late corn has had rains 
nearly suflicient t bring it to perfection. The 
yield will be the largest on record. Reports of 
a large rice crop still continue favorable, and, 


| if it has not been injured by floods since the 


date of reports, will be the largest fora num- 
ber of years. The condition of minor crops is 
as follows: Sorghum 7 per cent, sugar cane 
2, yee 03, witha large increase in acreage;

The Committee Investigating Ives’s Manage-

ON THE STAND. 


Ike Vincent Worried by the Law- 
yers. 


HOW ALABAMA’S MONEY WAS SPENT. 


The Case Will Probably Go to the Jury To- 
Day—A Woman Murders Her Mother— 
Other Criminal Happenings. 


Monteoomery, Ala., August 9.—[Speci#l.]— 
The second day of the trial of Vincent opened 
with Robert Goldthraite, cashier of tho Mer+ 
chants’ National bank on the stand. His hooks 
were produced, and the amounts deposited to 
the credit of Vincent and the sources derived 
were stated as follows: February 2 and March 
3d, 1881, C. T. Pollard, tax collector Mont- 
gomery county, deposited over twenty-five 


thousand dollars, and_ reeeived a certificate to. 


that amount in favor of J. H. Vincent, state 
treasurer. On the 10th of March, the éame 
year; Vincent called’ and bought New perk 
exchange for twenty thousand. dollars, “4 
surrendered the certificates. The exchange 
was drawn in his favor as state treasurer. 

T. L. Gilmer, of Birmingham, the book- 
keeper of the bank of Fred Wolffe, Mont- 
gomery, stated that the defendant brought a 
check for twenty thousand on their house, 
with which he was largely engaged in dealing in 
cotton futures. He called attention tothe fact 
that he had drawn in favor of the treasyrer, 
Vincent said it wasa mistake, as he had or- 
dered it drawn in his favor, but subsequently 
said it made no difference, as he had a right to 
indorse it, an@did so; and the amount was 
then placed to Vincent's credit on cotton Mar- 
gins. 

Several witnesses weré introduced, and. the 
disposition of said check was shown. Dutean 
Crawford, Vincent’s chief clerk, made no reves 
lations in regard to Vincent’s cotton specula- 
tion, but stated that in November, 1882, he 
counted the money in the treasury, and dis- 
covered the deficit. He called Vincent’s at- 


tention to the fact that the money in hand did | 


not balance with his books, and it had better 
be made up. In January, 1883, he notified 
Vincent again, and told him the legislative 
committee would be at the office probably the 
following day to count the money. Vincent 
replied that he knew it, and would attend to 
it. Thatis the last time witness saw the de- 
fendant until today. The following day he 
received from Mrs. Vincent a note from Cap- 
tain Vincent, and a package containing fifteen 
thousand dollars. A copy of the note admitted 
in evidence, was as follows: 

Pear Crawford; I find this evening that my money 
is not here. Neither has it been paid over to the 
Importers and Traders bank as promised. I leave 
for New York to investigate the whole matter. I 
have, perhaps, waited too long, and will be cen- 
sured, but I have no idea of running away. I wish 
you would assist the committee, ana after the bal- 
ane¢ is ascertained, ask them to wait a day and tele- 
graph me in care of Irod Wolffe, New York. LIfany- 
thing happens to me, I wish to state positively and 
emphatically that being beh n!in my cash fs my 
own fault, and that you have wad nothing to do with 
it. Your friend, I. H, ViNcENg, 

Vincent left Montgomery that night, dnd 
never returned, the defalcation being discov- 
ered the next day. Several other witnesses 
ware examined, but no additional light was 
thrown on the transaction, and at two o’clock 
the state announced that it would rest the case 
and a recess was taken. 

This afternoon the defense opened, with 
Vincent on the stand. He wag very pale, 
showed signs of great weakness dfid spoke low 
and tremblingly. He gave a history of his ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the treasury, 
acknowledging having obtained exchange for 
twenty thousand dollars, but denied that it 
had been placed to his credit on cotton mar- 
gins, with his knowledge. He had been in 
the habit of depositing stagé funds with var- 
ious banks, prineipally with Wolffe. -He ac- 
knowledged being largely concerned in specu- 
lations, but insisted that the state funds had 
nothing to do with it. 

The cross examination was conducted b 
Colonel H. C. Tompkins. It was pitiless an 
scathing. It was developed that Vincent had 
deposited at various times. with Wolffe state 
money to the amount of nearly three hundred 
thousand dollars, and had no record of it save 
a small memorandum in his own writing. He 
had no bank book or certificate from Wolffe’s 
bank to indicate that such deposits had been 
made. He admitted that his losses in cotton 
futures had amounted’ to over one hundred 
thousand dollars, but said that Wolffe had 
never called on him for the margins. When- 
ever Wolffe wanted any exchange or deposits, 
he furnished it as an accommodation,and drew 
against it for the state’s needs. This was in 
direct contradiction to the evidence of the em- 
ployes of the bank, who stated that twenty 
thousand dollars exchange had been placed to 
his individual credit on the cotton contract 
book on the tenth of March, the day it was 
drawn and deposited. The witness was inter- 
rogated closely in reference to sending 
large sums of money by express to 
New York and New Orleans to cover cotton 
speculations there, but confessed his inability 
to remember dates or, amounts. He remem- 
bered sending money there to the parties 
named, but could not recollect the amounts or

His 
losses in speculations vere estimated at over 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. He 
did not think they amounted to so much, but 
said they were so heavy they paralyzed him, 
and he could not look it the accounts when he 
received them. Notwthstanding this he said 
Wolffe never called onhim directly to make 
rood his losses. (Which was obliging in 
V olffe.) 

The defense introduced several witnesses to 
prove Vincent’s good character prior to 1889, 
and then closed. . : 

The state will introduce several witness in 
rebuttal tomorrow. ;The case will probably go 
to the jury before night.

WATER WILL RISE HIGHER THAN EVER | 


Aveusta, Ga., August 9.—[Special.]}—The 
Savannah ison a third boom, and this time | 
appearances indicate the greatest of them all. 
On Sunday the water went down to twenty 
feet, but yesterday morning it commenced 
rising, and tonight at nine o’clock the water 
at the bridge registers thirty-three feet.

last Sunday week, when the water registered 
thirty-four feet, seven inches at-the bridge. 

A telegram was received by Mayor May 
from Mount Carmel this morning, stating that 
the water was as high there at 8 o’clock as on 
Sunday week, and was rising. This, of course, 
threw Augusta into a fever of excitement, and 
everyone commenced immediately amaking 
preparations to keep the water front bus- 
iness houses and homes. At noon tedag the

Many people 
are greatly excited over the rapid rise, which 
is without parallel, and are new on Broad 
street, near the Planter’s hotel, disoussiug the 
probability of the entire city — overflowed. 

In one of these many groups I found Mayor 
May, who at the time was talking with Mr. 
Chenault, a passenger on tonight’s Augusta 
and Knoxville train. He informed the may- 
or that he was just from Petersburg, about 
seventy-five miles up the river, and there the 
water was four feet higher than on Sunday 
week and was still rising. This of course, cre- 
ated considerable excitement when it was 
noised through the crowd, and immediately 
many merchants all along Broad street below 
Cumming, which is not yet been flood-- 
ed, commenced work in earnest removing 
their goods on counters and shelves. Mayor 
May, upon being asked his opinion as to the 
probability of the entire city being inundated, 
stated that indications were that 
the rise would reach thirty-five 
feet. but that in consequence of the recent 
raising of the streets, he only thought the low 
streets would ed. s a large portion 
of Broad, lower Taliaferro, lower Green, and 
a few other cross streets comprise the number 
recently filled, from his statement the water 
will do considerable damage. The water is 
spreading all over the city and serious conse- 
quences are feaeed. 

NOTES ON THE FLOOD. 

An immense amount of drift wood has been 
comihg down the river all day, which has ne- 
cessitated the entire bridge gang being at 
work, keeping the drift off the pillars. At 
one time the bridge was in great danger, but 
by quick work we saved it. 

The Augusta and Knoxville trains have 
much difficulty im reaching the city 
tonight, as ‘thelr trestle, at the head of 
Broad street is flooded to the depth of three 
feet. Two engines, one in each end, however, 
overcame the difficulty and brought her to the 
depot, but it will be impossible for them to 
send a train across it in the morning. 

Nothing has been heard from the Port Royal 
bridge tonight, but it is feared that the trestle 
leading to it is gone. 

The Georgia, Charlotte, Columbia and Au- 
gusta, South Carolina and Central, are all right 
at this hour. The South Carolina’s track is 
flooded in Hamburg, but trains can go out on 
the Charlotte, Columbia and Augusta track 
tomorrow. 

At 1 o’clock it is thirty-three feet eight inches 
and rising two inches per hour. 

HIGH WATER AT SAVANNAH. 

SAVANNAH, Ga., August 9.—[Special.]|—At 
midnight many of the rice planters along the 
Savannah river are outon their banks anxious- 
ly watching. Looking out upon Hutchison is- 
land, from the top of buildings in the city, 
scores of lanterns can be seen faintly flashing 
like so many fire-flies in fhe distance.
